In  School  Committee,  Jan.  11,  1869. 

A  Meeting  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Bos-  organiza- 
tion was  held  in  the  Common  Council  Chamber,  at  the  City  tion' 
Hall,  on  Monday,  the  eleventh  day  of  January,  1869,  at 
half  past  seven  o'clock,  P.  M.,  by  order  of  the  Mayor,  for 
the  organization  of  the  Board  for    the  [current  Municipal 
year. 

There    were   present,  the  whole  board,  exeept   Messrs.  Membera 
Beeching,  Blenkinsop,  Brigham,  Child,  Cudworth,  Fogg,  S.  absent- 
K.  Lothrop,  Marsh,  Merrill,    of  Ward  11,    Morrill,  Park- 
man,  Bicker,  Shackford,  Stearns,  Storey,  Walsh,  Wescott, 
Wilson,  and  the  President  of  the  Common  Council. 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  and,  Prayer, 
at  his  request,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Waterston  offered  Prayer. 

The  Chair  appointed  a  Committee  to  collect  the  Certifi-  certificates 
cates  of  Election,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Brown,  Shattuck  of  Election- 
and  Close ;  who,  having  attended  to  that  duty,  reported  the 
names  of  the  gentlemen  from  the  various  Wards  whose 
Certificates  they  had  received.  The  report  was  accepted. 
The  certificates  were  subsequently  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Elections. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Learnard,  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Rules  and 
of  last  year  were  adopted  as  the  Rules  and  Regulations  nlu^' 
of  the  present  Board. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Eastman,  Voted  to  proceed  to  the  elec-  secretary. 
tion  of  a  Secretary.     The  Chair  appointed  Messrs.  Monroe, 
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Bent  and  Stevens  a  Committee  to  collect  the  ballots ;  who 
attended  to  that  duty,  and  reported  the  whole  number  of 
votes  to  be  69 ;  necessary  for  a  choice  35.  Barnard 
Capen  had  54,  and  there  were  15  scattering.  Mr.  Capen 
accordingly,  was-  declared  elected.  The  salary  of  the  Sec- 
retary was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  L.  Lothrop,  fixed  at  eighteen 
hundred  dollars  for  the  ensuing  year,  —  the  same  as  for  the

in  its  judgment,  to  furnish  school-books  free  to  all  the  pupils 
in  our  Public  Schools. 

Mr.  Riley  offered  the  following  Resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That,  in  the   opinion   of  this   Board,  the  schooi- 
cause  of  education  in  our  city  will  be  advanced  by  providing  Books  free> 
that  all  school-books  shall  be  furnished  free  of  expense  to 

all  pupils. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  take 
all  steps  necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  that  end. 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  Resolutions  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  to  the  City  Council.

Mr.  Burroughs  offered  the  following  orders,  viz. :

school  for        Mr-  King  submitted  and  read  the  report  of  the  commit- 
Deaf  Mutes.  ^ee  appointed,   in  January,  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
special  com-  establishing  a  Primary  school  for  deaf  mutes. 

The  committee  reported  that  such  a  school  ought  to  be 
established,  for  the  reason  that  there  are  deaf  mute  children 
in  this  city,  entirely  destitute  of  the  means  of  education,  suf- 
ficent  in  number  to  form  a  school,  and  whose  friends  would 
joyfully  improve  the  opportunity  of  sending  them  to  school ; 
and  on  the  ground  of  economy ;  —  the  portion  of  State  aid 
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to  deaf  mutes  paid  by  Boston,  if  applied  to  the  education  of 
her  beneficiaries  alone,  would  be  for  each  student  more  than 
$400  per  annum.  With  a  school  in  Boston  the  cost  for  each 
scholar  would  not  exceed,  probably,  $100  per  annum.  The 
committee  believe  that  children  in  such  a  school  as  it  is 
proposed  to  establish  would  be  prepared,  from  the  age  of 
four  or  five  years  to  the  age  of  nine  or  ten  years,  to  finish 
their  education  in  our  Grammar  Schools.  The  education 
acquired  by  the  proposed  system,  between  the  ages  of  four 
and  eight  years,  would  be  equal  to  what  would  be  acquired 
otherwise  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  eighteen  years. 

The  committee  urge  that  the  school  be  made  a  public 
benefit  beyond  the  limits  of  Boston,  by  offering  its  privileges 
to  children  in  surrounding  cities  and  towns,  for  whose  tui- 
tion a  charge  might  be  made  of  $100  per  annum;  but  which 
the  State  would  provide  for  in  cases  of  inability  to  pay  on 
the  part  of  parents  or  guardians.  Children  attending  such  a 
school  would  be  supported  at  their  own  homes.  The  com- 
mittee submitted  the  following  orders,  and  urged  their  pas- 
sage at  this  meeting : 

1.  Ordered,  That  a  school  for  deaf  mutes  be  opened  un-  orders  sub- 
der  the  direction  of  this  Board,  at  the  commencement  of  the  ^optea^ 
next  school  year.

The  Committee  reported  that 
any  change  would  be  inexpedient.    The  report  was  accepted.

The  Committee 
learn  from  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms  that  a  signal 
could  be  easily  given  upon  the  bells,  at  fifteen  minutes 
before  the  usual  time  of  closing  the  morning  session,  which 
would  be  understood  at  the  various  school-houses.  They 
are  of  opinion  that  in  all  cases  of  the  suspension  of  the 
schools  by  reason  of  the  weather  the  morning  session  should 
be  extended  one  hour. 

The  Committee  think  it  best,  as  the  matter  is  at  present 
experimental,  not  to  recommend  at  this  time  any  amendment 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  with  reference  to  it ;  and  they 
recommend,  simply,  the  adoption  of  the  following  orders :

for  aid  in  favor  of  the  industrial  school  started  by  Mrs.  L. 
S.  Batchelder,  submitted  and  read  a  preliminary  report. 
The  Committee  find  that  an  industrial  school  for  girls  has 
been  undertaken  and  carried  on  by  private  munificence  for 
two  years;  that  the  apparent  results  seem  to  warrant 
this  Board  in  undertaking  to  conduct  an  experiment  on  a 
similar  plan,  for  six  months  or  during  the  remainder  of  the 
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current  political  year ;  that  such  an  experiment  would  prob- 
ably do  more  to  show  the  practicability  of  such  schools,  and 
furnish  materials  for  an  intelligent  examination  and  report 
upon  the  subject,  at  a  reasonable  expense,  than  anything 
else.  The  work  thus  far  undertaken  by  this  school  has 
consisted  chiefly  in  teaching  the  use  of  the  needle,  in  cut- 
ting, fitting  and  mending  garments,  netting,  crochetting, 
and  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  art  of  telegraphing,  and  printing, 
or  setting  types,  be  added  to  the  programme,  which  might 
be  done,  by  way  of  experiment,  without  much  cost.  To  carry 
out  what  they  propose,  the  Committee  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  following  order :

Board,  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject 
of  filling  the  vacancy  in  the  place  of  head-master  of  the 
English  High  School,  caused  by  the  death  of  Thomas 
Sherwin.     The  President  in  the  chair.

Blenkinsop,  Burroughs,  Cudworth,  Deblois,  Emery,  Flynn, 
Hobbs,  Holbrook,  Hunt,  Ingalls,  Jarvis,  Lewis,  Loring 
Lothrop,  Mason,  Merrill,  of  Ward  14,  Merrill,  of  Ward  11, 
O'Connell,  Parkman,  Sanders,  Stedman,  Trull,  Upham, Walsh, 
Waterston,  Wilkins,  Winkley,  and  the  President  of  the 
Common  Council. 

Dr.  Lothrop,  after  a  brief  but  tender  and  appropriate  neath  of 
eulogy  upon  the  life  and  character  of  Mr.  Thomas  Sherwin,  sh^n; 
late  head-master  of  the  English  High  School,  submitted  the  resolutions

following  preamble  and  resolutions : 

It  having  pleased  Almighty  God  to  remove,  by  sudden 
death,  Thomas  Sherwin,  for  many  years  principal  and 
head-master  of  the  English  High  School,  the  Committee  on 
that  School  feel  it  due  to  his  memory  and  to  the  emotions  of 
their  own  hearts,  and  as  an  expression  of  their  appreciation 
of  his  character  and  services,  and  of  his  great  loss  to  the 
interests  of  education,  to  submit  to  the  School  Committee 
the  following  resolutions,  and  ask  their  adoption : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Sherwin,  in  the  full  vigor  and  maturity  of  his  powers,  and 
of  his  most  active  and  beneficent  usefulness  as  a  teacher,  at 
a  time  when,  uniting  the  wisdom  and  experience  of  age  with 
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the  ardor  and  enthusiasm  of  youth,  he  seemed  best  fitted  to 
do  great  good, — to  inform  the  minds,  enlarge  the  hearts 
and  mould  to  a  noble,  moral  manliness,  the  characters  of  the 
youth  under  his  instruction  and  influence,  —  is  a  great 
public  bereavement  and  loss. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  character  and  services  of  Mr. 
Sherwin,  his  simplicity,  purity,  integrity,  and  conscientious- 
ness as  a  man,  his  wisdom,  fidelity,  devotedness,  and  en- 
thusiasm as  a  teacher,  the  immeasurable  influence  for  good 
which  he  has  exerted  upon  many  hundreds  of  young  men  who 
have  passed  under  his  instruction  and  care,  entitle  him  to 
rank  as  a  public  benefactor,  and  claim  for  his  memory  the 
high  respect  and  gratitude  of  this  community. 

3.  Resolved,  That  while  we  bow  in  profound  submission 
to  this  appointment  of  Providence,  and  express  our  sincere 
sympathy  with  his  bereaved  family,  we  rejoice  that  all,  — 
relatives,  kindred  and  friends,  - —  may  find  rich  consolation 
in  the  memory  of  a  character  so  pure,  a  life  so  noble  in  its 
aims,  and  wide  and  lasting  in  its  usefulness,  and  gather  ad- 
monition and  incentive  from  a  death  so  sudden  yet  so 
thoroughly  prepared  for. 

4.  Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  published,  and  a 
copy  sent  to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

may  be  called  for  by  the  committee  on  that  school.  The 
order  passed. 

Mr.  Simonds  read  the  report  of  the  special  committee  to  Kindergar- 
whom  was  referred,  May  11th,  the  petition  of  Elizabeth  P.  tens:  report 
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Peabody  and  others,  in  regard  to  Kindergartens.  The  com- 
mittee reported  that  they  had  had  several  meetings;  and  had 
given  a  patient  hearing  to  Miss  Peabody.  They  think  there 
may  be  value  in  the  system  when  properly  developed;  and 
when  competent  trained  teachers  are  fouH  to  undertake 
and  carry  on  the  work.  It  contemplates  the  taking  of  chil- 
dren at  three  years  of  age,  and  placing  twenty  or  twenty- 
five  pupils  under  one  teacher,  for  about  four  years;  the 
instruction  to  be  given,  not  from  books,  but  partly  oral,  by 
object  lessons,  and  partly  industrial  or  playful,  by  blocks, 
papers,  and  objects  of  varied  shapes  and  combinations.  As 
a  system,  it  has  not  been  anywhere  adopted  for  public 
schools.  To  make  the  system  public  in  Boston  would  require 
an  additional  number  of  schools,  at  least  equal  to  the  present 
number  of  Primary  schools. 

The  committee  do  not  deem  the  system  sufficiently  de- 
veloped to  warrant  them  in  recommending  even  an  experi- 
mental school,  as  the  petitioner  proposes,  or  paying  for  the 
training  of  teachers  at  the  public  expense,  especially  as 
portions  of  the  system  are  already  practised  in  many  of  our 
schools,  and  may  be  extended  at  the  pleasure  of  this  Board. 
The  committee  asked  to  be  discharged  from  the  farther  con- 
sideration of  the  subject.     The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Beeching,  from  the  Committee  on  School-Houses,  re- 
ported back  to  the  Board  the  order  referred  to  that  com- 
mittee, Sept.  21st,  to  authorize  the  Franklin  School  District 
Committee  to  establish  one  or  more  Primary  Schools,  should 
the  same  be  required,  recommending  the  adoption  of  the 
order.  The  question  being  taken  upon  the  order,  it  was 
adopted. 

Mr.  Hunt,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Girls'  High  and 
Normal  School,  submitted  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the 
school  has  one  hundred  more  pupils  than  it  had  last  year, 
and  that  the  time  of  the  head-master  ought  to  be  given  to  the 
senior  class,  the  training  department,  and  the  general  care  of 
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the  school ;  that  he  requires  assistance  in  the  chemical  de- 
partment; that  the  committee,  at  a  late  meeting,  voted  that 
the  Chairman  be  requested  to  ask  the  Board  for  such  an  ap- 
propriation as  will  enable  the  school  to  receive  the  benefit  of 
the  services  of  some  suitable  person  competent  to  impart  in- 
struction in  Chemistry.  Mr.  Hunt  also  submitted  the  follow- 
ing:
